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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Cotton Fabrics (Additional Excise Duty) Act, 1957 (33 of 
1957), was enacted in September, 1957, with a view to enabling the 
collection of an extra excise duty by way of penalty on shortfall in 
exports vis-a-vis the export obligation in respect of cotton cloth 
manufactured on automatic looms allowed to be installed in the 
cotton textile industry. There was, however, no occasion for th“ 
enforcement of the provisions of the Act in view of the procedure 
evolved subsequently for execution of a bond and a guarantee by 
tho mills concerned. It has accordingly been decided to repeal the 
said Act and the present Bill provides for such repeal.
